manent tribute to the memory of the 
French "poilus” who died there de­ 
fending their national soil. 
A proposition to this effect has just ! 
been prepared by the General ('oun- 
cil of the Department of the Meuse 
and will be submitted to the French 
government. 
The plan is to buy the 
battle 
ground 
from 
the 
farmers. 
Should this plan be finally accepted, 
future generations not only of France 
but of the entire world, would always 
have the opportunity of visiting me 
line of trenches over COO kilometers 
in length OU which the French threw 
hack the tide of German invasion at 


the battle of the Marne and which 
till the end of tin? war will always 
r noain the basis of France's military 
effort to rid her aoli entirely of the 
enemy. 
The immediate land through which 
these long lilies of trenches run, to­ 
gether wit ii the battle fields of the 
Somme, of A .tois and of Champagne 
will, it is believed, never again be 
rendered cultivable. 
Aside from the 
deep trenches and boyaus, the ground 
has been pitted with shell holes to a 
depth varying from a few to fifteen 
feet, and all the upper strata of soil 
on which fertility depends so com­ 
pletely wiped out, that little if any 
use could ever be made of the ground 
for agricultural purposes for years to 
come.

Ebell Section Hears Interest­ 
ing Paper By Mr. and Mrs. 
E. E. Keech at Meeting 


Mr. and Mrs. E. E. Keech prepared 
a most interesting paper 
on 
H. O. 
Wells' novel, “Mr. Britling 
Sees 
It 
Through,” which Mr. Keecli read be­ 
fore the Book Review Club at the VV 
B. Tedford home 
Tuesday 
evening, 
December 12. 
Not only was the hook itself well 
worth 
reading, 
and 
the 
Keechs’ 
choice of Incidents characteristic and 
to the point, but 
Mr. Keech’s 
com­ 
m ents on the side were so keen and 
witty th at one could not decide who 
lent tile most charm tq the perform­ 
ance, the author or his interpreters. 
In the hero of the story, Mr. Brit­ 
ling, H. G. Wells seems to present his 
own standards and views. 
Especially 
is this true of matters regarding the 
war. 
Tile story opens in (lie summer of 
1914. 
"The bomb has already been 
thrown, tile shot fired 
in 
far away 
Bosnia, but it was quite characteristic 
of the state of mind of both Mr. Brit­ 
ling and England that while they were 
uneasy about the trouble in ireland, 
they thought nothing of Hie possihil-i 
ity of trouble 
with 
Germany. 
Mr. I 
Britling says, “I used to ho an alarm ­ 
ist about Germany, hut I have come to 
feel more and more confidence jn».thp 
sound common sense of the mass of the 
German population and in the Em ­ 
peror, too. 
He is sometimes a little 
theatrical, sometimes egotistical, hut 
iii his operatic, boldly (olored way he 
means peace. 
I 
ain 
convinced he 
means peace.” 
“The things that really interested 
England in those days were boxing 
and the sum m er sales. 
France 
was 
completely taken up by the political 
complications of the enthralling mur­ 
der trial of Mme. Calliaux and had no 
attention to give to the report of the j 
army committee that 
her 
artillery 
was short of ammunition, 
and 
that 
her infantry 
had 
boots ’thirty years 
old.’ ” 
At first Mr. Britling feels elated by 
the magnitude of tile great war. He 
says, “ Perhaps mankind 
needs 
stir­ 
ring up to save us from our disposition 
to stuffy comfort. 
You may call this 
ruin, bankruptcy, but they are doors 
out of habit and routine. 
This war is 
the biggest thing in history, and we) 
are all called on to do our utmost to 
resist the 
tremendous 
attack 
upon 
peace and freedom of the world. 
It 
may be a tremendous catastropliy in I 
one sense, hut in another it is a huge 
step forward in human life. 
Tills is 
far greater than the French Revolu­ 
tion or the Reformation—and we live 
in it! ” 
He had been speaking generally. He 
iiad forgotten Hugh, 
Ills 
17-year-old 
son, who had volunteered in the re­ 
serves at 19 so that he is soon called 
out.

Hugh writes home of the men in 
charge: “One gets a kind of tooth­ 
ache of tile mind at the sight of every-!
